Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's agent requested interview to clarify that the present 
application has the same specification as parent that is under pending litigation (US 5,885,909) that has been 
incorporated by reference in the intermediate applications. With regards to 1 12 issues in which Ex parte SLOB has 
been cited in related applications, Applicant's agent noted that in the parent application those issues were not raised 
and that other competitors are getting patents with broad claims. Applicants feel that there is enough structure in the 
independent claims. Ffor example claim 76, provides a bonded nonwoven fabric with at least one nonwoven layer of 
spunbond fibers and the fabric has a basis weight between about 13-125 g/m2: The claims further recites performance 
properties of the bonded nonwoven fabric. Applicants indicated that they would consider the inclusion of other 
structural limitations such as those in claims 77, 80, 81, 93 and 94 if the Examiner understands that these limitations 
will make the case allowable. Applicants indicated that the present combination of Frazier permeability and Hydrohead 
are not found in the prior art. With regards to the narrower range of hydrostatic head between about 75 and 99 cm, 
Applicants noted that while there is no specific examples, it is broadly supported and they have case law supporting 
their action of narrowing this range. The Examiner made note of Applicants remarks and indicated that will closely look 
at this issues during the examination of the application and also indicate that the position of AU 1771 with the type of 
claims presented by applicants is that they do not provide enough structure and it is possible that a bonded nonwoven 
made by spunbond fibers with a basis weight within the range claimed herein could be produced and provide the same 
properties while it is not necessarily made by the same method and that might be made from a different type of 
material not disclosed by Applicants. While it is clear that Applicants are claiming a product and not a method, the 
Examiner made the comment to show how broad their claims are. With regards to dais 80-82 and 87-88, the Examiner 
pointed out improper dependency of claims (multiple dependent claims).
